Dear Ms. Watkins, 

I’m writing in follow up to our phone call on April 30th regarding Request No. 19-06 (and I apologize 
for my delayed response). As you know, American Oversight had requested that MCC provide records 
sufficient to identify political appointees at MCC, along with resumes, conflicts or ethics waivers and 
recusal determinations for those individuals. MCC provided lists of AD position employees, each 
identified as either Political or Non-Political, and informed me that the lists were not entirely current, 
and also that many administratively-determined positions at MCC are not treated as political appointee 
positions. 
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After conferring with my team, I can confirm that American Oversight agrees to limit the remainder of 
its request (i.e., seeking resumes, conflicts or ethics waivers and recusal determinations for the 
employees MCC has identified) to just the individuals identified as “Political” on the lists, plus any 
other individual who works for the agency as a “Political” appointee, as MCC defines it (per our 
conversation, since the lists are not fully up-to-date, we wanted to be clear that we’re still seeking 
records of other Political, even if they do not appear on the lists provided). In other words, we are 
agreeing to exclude further documents from the individuals on the list identified as “Non-Political.”
